DRIVER LICENSES 


The current series of regular reports to the Federal 

Bureau of Public Roads reveals, among other things, that 
there were 3,168,858 driver licenses in force in New 

Jersey during calendar 1962. Of these, 1,261,855, or roughly 
three-eighths were issued to women. The largest single age 


bracket «= 391,281 -- was from 35 through 39 years. 


PERSONNEL 


Through our college recruitment efforts, twenty-one new 
graduate engineers were added to the Highway Department's 


payroll during the months of June and July. 


As part of the Governor's program to have all State employees 
undergo Civil Defense Adult Education, nine employees of the 
Highway Department have undergone training conducted by the 
Department of Education which qualified them to serve as 
Instructors in this program. Five of these employees will 
serve in the Newark area and four in the Trenton area. 

Initial classes bringing this instruction to Department 
employees in the Trenton area began during the wiek of Monday, 
July 15th. Up to the end of the month, 12 Department employees 
had undergone this training. Newark classes will begin on 


August 5.

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INTERSTATE ROUTE 78 (Confidential) 


The agreement between the State Highway Department and the 
City of Newark regarding the alignment of Interstate Route 78 
was finally reaction ae a meeting with Governor Richard J, 
Hughes July 29, approximately three years after the date 

of the public hearing on this section of the highway. A 

great many studies were made during the intervening period 
covering alternate routes on both sides of the line recommended 
by the State Highway Department. As far as any major 
divergence was concerned, all of these studies indicated 


an insurmountable increase in cost. 


Throughout all of this effort, the City's contention that 

a fine residential area would be disrupted was of particular 
concern to the Highway Department. In recent months, therefore, 
the Highway Department's attention was focused on a revision 
of the line in this particular area, known as the Weequahic 
section. It also appeared that many homes in Newark could 
be preserved if the «lignment in this area was shifted into 
the City of Irvington. However, all of the Newark proposals 
contemplated moving the alignment into an industrial section 
of Irvington which is of great value to the economic 
vitality of that community. In an effort to resolve the 


problem, an alignment which in essence straddles the 
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INTERSTATE ROUTE 78, cont'd. 


municipal border between Irvington and Newark was studied 
in detail. These studies showed that such an alignment 
would be feasible, and would provide certain advantages 

to both municipalities which would tend to offset a 


slight increase in right-of-way and construction costs. 


The next step was to persuade Irvington that this shift 
which would destroy more property in Irvington, would not too 
seriously affect the Community and would, in fact, enhance 
{ts future growth by providing better transportation. The 
City of Irvington, while reluctant to lose ratables, 
generously recognized the need for this highway and the 


benefits of any move to expedite its completion. 


The City of Newark, while not wholly satisfied with the 
State's alternate in the Weequahic area, also agreed 

to this change. With both municipalities thus in favor of 
a change. which does not ie the line to any great extent, 
it is hoped that work on this route can now progress 
without the necessity of any further public hearing. The 


Bureau of Public Roads has been asked to concur in this. 
INTERSTATE ROUTE 287 


‘The alignment of a nine-mile section of Interstate Route 287 
from the Somerset-Morris County line to Route 10 in Hanover 


Township was finally approved by the U. S. Bureau of Public

Roads this month, after more than two years of controversy. 
This section of the highway passes through Morristown 
adjacent to Washington's Headquarters National Historical 
Park and the most vehement objections to the alignment 

came from those who feared the Park would be injured in 

some way. Detailed studies proved that it would be 
possible to build the highway in this area without taking 
any of the existing Park property and, in fact, making 

it possible to enlarge the Park in line with the long- 

range objectives of historical groups. The State's 
recommended alignment compared well with other proposals 
from the standpoint of length and cost, and had a better 
cost-benefit ratio. It provides far greater traffic service 
to Morristown and will prove of much greater economic value 
to the entire area and surrounding municipalities. For all 
of these reasons plus the specific statements by the Highway 
Department that every possible design element would be used 
to enhance the Park, the alignment as recommended by the 
State was approved at the highest level in the U. 5.

A public hearing on the alignment of Route hhO from the 


New Jersey Turnpike in Edison Township to the Outerbridge 
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ROUTE ho, cont'd. 


Crossing in Perth Amboy was conducted August 12, more than 
seven years after the Highway Department's original studies 
indicated the proper alignment which just minutes precoding 
the first hearing all Middlesex officials had approved and 
then walked out on. This recent hearing lasted approximately 
84 hours. ‘The line as proposed by the State was strongly 
opposed by the local interests, primarily residents of 

Perth Amboy, who feared it would disrupt a residential 
section known as Hopelawn close to the Perth Amboy-Woodbridge 
Township border. Alternatives suggested at the hearing 
included use of the Lehigh Valley right-of-way without an 
interchange in the downtown area of Perth Amboy and a route 
which follows existing Route lO west from the Outerbridge 
past the Garden State Parkway southerly in Woodbridge Township 
curving to the west again near the Raritan River. Both of 
these proposals have already been studied by the Highway 
Department which is now in a position to analyze the state- 
ments and documents presented at the hearing in detail and 
come up with a composite picture which should form the basis 
for a recommendation to the ee of Public Roads which can 


be justified on its merits. 


PARK AND RIDE 


On July 16th Governor Richard J. Hughes and U.S. Senator 


Harrison A. Williams joined Commissioner Palmer and 
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PARK AND RIDE, cont'd, 


Federal, State and railroad officials in ground breaking 
ceremonies at the site of New Jersey's first mass demonstration 
project under the Federal Housing Act of 1961. Located on 

the outskirts of New Brunswick, this new "park and ride" 
station on the Pennsylvania Railroad is designed to test 
whether or not such a facility with easy highway access 

and ample free parking will attract new passengers to rail 
service as well as relieve vehicular congestion in the 

present downtown station area. The project was developed 

by the Highway Department's Division of Railroad Transportation 
and progressed through the Tri-State Transportation Committee 
with the Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency. The total 
cost will be $256,185, of which two-thirds will be borne 

by the Federal Government and the remainder by the State. 

A copy of the official program for this ground breaking is 


included in this report. 
RELOCATION ASSISTANCE PUBLICATION 


During the past month the Bureau of Public Information and 
Right of Way Division joined forces to come up with a 16- 
page illustrated booklet which in an easy to ready style 
completely describes how one family was assisted by the 
Highway Department.

Late last month initial distribution of the booklet in 

a quantity of approximately 1,000 cppies was made. 
Distribution included the Governor's Cabinet, New Jersey 
Senators and Assemblymen, the publishers of all New Jersey 
daily and weekly newspapers, key businessmen in the State, 
as well as New Jersey's Congressional and U.S. Senate 
Representatives and Federal Government officials in the 


highway field. 


The booklet has been well received if it is to be judged 

on the responses from several of its recipients. A secondary 
distribution was made through our Right of Way Division to 
all individuals and firms who are participating in our 


relocation work. 


The booklet has been recognized by the American Association 
of State Highway Officials Right of Way Committee as an 
outstanding publication and the first of its type that the 
Committee has seen. “Je intend to continue distribution at 
every opportunity.

Costs of the project will be shared equally by the Federal Government and 
Camden County.

The 1.67 mile project will consist of the construction of a new portion of 
Mt. Ephraim Avenue to a width of 46 feet. The new portion will be of port- 


land cement concrete bordered by concrete curbe

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The spokesman pointed out the negotiation procedures are similar to private 
person-to-person transactions. He said the one main exception is that the 
State, because it is acting in the public interest, has the right to require 


that the owner sell his property at a fair price. 


If the owner exercises his right to reject the offer, a court-appointed three~ 
man commission will set the fair market price. If the owner still thinks the 
price is not fair, he can appeal to the State Superior Court, and the price 


will be fixed by jury trial. 


The spokesmm noted that out of every 100 negotiations between the Highway De- 
partment and land owners, less than five cases go to the courts, and added 


that a portion of this small percentage usually is due to faulty titles. 


He attributed the high percentage of property negotiations which are settled 
on a friendly basis to the Department's procedures, which are based on pro- 
fessional practices and standards; and the Department's desire to exhaust all 


amicable means for negotiating the sale. 


The new Relocation Advisory Assistance service applies to owners and tenants 
who must move out of the way of the Federal Aid Highway constructione This 
program is designed to aid then in findin;, new residences. Another part of 
the same service, available after the families or tenants move, will provide

The alignment, commonly known as "Line A", was recommended by the State 
following a public hearing in June, 1960. The hearing covered a nine~ 
mile stretch from the Somerset-Morris County line north to Route 10 in 
Hanover Township. In Morristown, the approved alignment passes just 
south of the Madison Avenue-South Street intersection and curves between 
the Washington School and Washington's Revolutionary War Headquarters, 


now a National Historical Park. 


The route has been engineered so that it will not be necessary to acquire 


right-of-way from either the school property or the historic shrine. 


State Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer, in announcing approval 
of the alignment, noted that the Fighway Department and the U. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads had carefully analyzed all possible alternative routes 
and had chosen "Line A" because of its greater traffic service to Morris~ 
town and the surrounding area and the greater economic benefits which

Trenton, July 10 = Gov. Richard J. Hughes will break ground on New Jersey's 
first "park and ride" railroad station at New Brunswick July 16, it was 


announced today. 


State Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer said the new station is the 
first HHFA mass transportation improvement project in New Jersey to be 

financed under a 1951 law sponsored by Senator Harrison A. Williams (D-NJ). 

The grant from the Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency is based on the value 
of the project as a demonstration of what may be accomplished in other areas 


of the nation, The project was instituted under the aegis of the Tri-State 


Transportation Committee. 


The existing Pennsylvania Railroad Station in New Brunswick, which is typical 
of many other suburban cities, is located in the center of the city and has 


proved inadequate during the last decade due to a considerable increase in 


| population, particularly in its surrounding areas. Under the project, a new 
experimental station will be built in the outskirts of New Brunswick on Jersey 

Avenue, one and one-half miles west of the present city-center station. This 
new facility will provide ample free parking and is expected to attract 


passengers from newly developed areas in the vicinity of New Brunswick, 


Tiis "park and ride" station was approved by the Housing and Home Finance Agency 


in December 1962, at a total cost of $256,185. The Housing and Home Finance

Agency grant will pay for two-thirds ($170,790) of the costs; the remainder will 
be borne by the Highway Department's Division of Railroad Transportation except 


for normal administrative costs which were incurred by the Tri-State Trans- 


portation Committee. 


The Pennsylvania Railrod has recently completed the preparation of construction 
plans and svecifications for the station and awarded an $81,499 contract to the 
Rule Construction Company of New Brunswick. Work is expected to be completed 
and the actual demonstration put into oneration by October of this year, It 


will run on an experimental basis for a total of 18 months. 


A survey consultant has been retained to perform all station anc marketing 
surveys for this project. Turnstiles have been installed at the present New 
Brunswick city=-center station to obtain passenger counts prior to commencement 


of the new service at Jersey Avenue. 


The final report should yield answers to important questions relating to the 
present efficiency and possible improvements of mass transportation services 

in the area. It will show: (1) whether easy access to railroad service outside 
a suburban city center will generate additional use of mass transportation 

by rails; (2) whether the project will divert passengers from a central city 
Station and thereby relieve local street traffic congestion; and (3) whether 


the demonstration will divert passengers from other modes of travel,

Trenton, July 10 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced it 
has expedited acquisition of right-of-way for the Route 35 Freeway in Monmouth 


C ounty ° 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer said the Department is presently 
concentrating on the right-of-way from the vicinity of Route 33 in Neptune 
Township northward to the vicinity of West Park Avenue in Ocean Township, with 


most of the immediate activity in Neptune Township. 


The Commissioner added that letters are being mailed to some 80 property owners 
advising them that their properties will be affected. Funds have been set 
aside to purchase the properties in this area. In addition the letters explain 


the procedures the Department will follow. 


The accelerated activity -~ some properties having already been purchased -- 


Signals the start of continuous activity until completion of the project. 


The alignment of the highway, designed to relieve the heavy congestion on 
existing Route 35, and to absorb additional traffic generated by the Garden 
State Parkway, runs from existing Route 35 in Wall Township northward to the 
Garden State Parkway Spur. Ultimately, it is planned to extend the Freeway 
northward to existing Route 35 near Shrewsbury Avenue. 

According to a Highway Department engineer, the speed-up in activity on the 
Route 35 Freeway project has been spurred by the increasing traffic volumes on 
three-lane Route 35. Average daily traffic volumes along the crowded highway 


have jumped from 14,500 in 1958 to nearly 19,000 in 1962, which is approaching 
the saturation point for the road. 
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
